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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 21 September 2005, which has 
been entered in the file. 

Additional Remarks 

2. The finality of the pervious Final Office action, dated 10 August 2005, is hereby 
withdrawn. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 63 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McCall 
et al. (US 6,321 ,984)(hereinafter referred to as 'McCall') in view of Sherman et al. (US 
6, 1 89,788, of record)(hereinafter referred to as 'Sherman'). 

McCall teaches the adjustable price system comprising a POS terminal (30) 
having a card reader (22) for reading information from the barcoded card, a server (204) 
having a database (206) for recording customer information wherein the server 
authorize the price discount via a peripheral interface board (PIB) (216) in which receive 
control signal form the server for issuing discounted level (i.e., hierarchically determined 
authorized function), such price adjustable system can be used at a convenience store 
or other retailer (see figs. 7-10; col. 4, lines 13-23; col. 8, line 5- col. 9, line 22). 
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However, McCall fails to particularly teach to fairly suggest that the POS terminal 
is a mobile terminal communicating information wirelessly using radio data 
communication. 

Sherman teaches a portable data collection apparatus (10) serving as a mobile 
terminal having a radio frequency transceiver (41) for communicating information 
wherein such portable device can be mounted on the shopping cart as shown in figure 8 
(see figs. 1, 8; col. 4, line 33-col. 6, line 54; col. 10, line 51- col. 11, line 5). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Sherman to the teachings of McCall 
in order to provide convenience to user wherein user can purchase items in the carts 
using data device mounted on the shopping carts. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 63 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
